Napoleon and His Attendants 
spend their Time. 


From the Independence Beige, | 

The ex-Emperorenjoys complete liberty 
of action and walks or drives wherever he 
pleases. Napoleon ts — accom- 
panied by Prince de la aand Mu- 
rat. He often walks beyond that portion 
of the park from which the public is ex- 
cluded, and does not seem to care to with- 
draw himself from the gaze of the inquisi- 
tive. When I saw bim, be looked thirty 
years older than when I gaw him before, 
five years ago. 

The ex-Emperor goes to bed late and 
eta up very early. Lights are seen in his 
—— after midnight, and between 4 
and 5 o’clock in the morning he takes his 
first walk inthe garden. He and his gen- 
erals seem to appreciate the intense gravity 
of the situation, and the subaltern officers 
of his household do not appear to under- 
stand the emergency ; they smoke and joke 
with all comers as if ney were accompa- 
nying a successful sovereign on a pleasure 
trip through Germany.
